If tho-leglslatlon is adop^d 
in this form, it is the feeling 
of many that local election 
ofj'icials will simply relin- 
quish their responsibility 
aniul resign themselves to a 
Federal take-over of local 
and sfatc election machinery 
in-tho-affected-arca. 

A second and alternative 

method for establishing voir 
ing . rights is contained in 
Section 3. This section is 
predicated .upon a judicial 
determination of discrimin- 
ation following 1 an applica- 
tion of the Attorney General 
that the 15th Amendment of 
I tie Federal Constitution is 
being violated. Furthermore, 
this section appears to pro- 
vide speedy relief couptad_ 
with Similar authority for tbe~ 
appointment of • Federal' ex- 
aminers- to serve as long as 
such discrlminatroy. practice^ 
persist. The section author : 
izes judicial review without 
however delaying, the author- 
ity to register and vote on 
the part of ;auy qualified citi- 
zen. Section 3 would be ap- 
plicable in all 50 stales and 
is intended as an effective 
and- expeditious-solution to 
the den_ial : 0f -voting -rights. — 
•- The reason Tor- thotioiiblo 
standard of ■ Federal Inter- 
ventioti is not clear.. The At- 
torney General, at a recent 
closed-door meeting, appear- 
ed, to be under the impres-, 
sion that Section 3 did' NOT 
permit the setting aside of 
voting tests which were used 
for. purposes, or pracflphig 
discrimination. He was mis- 

taken._in_.-lhis regard.— r-In- 

fact, Section 3 could serve ;ts 
a single adequate method* of 
assuring equal voUng rights 
lor all. Consequently, one 
"may aski why* it> i's» necessary 
'for grant to the Attorney Gon» 
■eral^autlioratyiifoiA summnrjt 
action, without, court, author- 
ity or- judicial review. 

In seeking to assure Con- 
stitutional .voting rights to 
our Negro citizens, it is im- 
portant that the Congress 
proceed .according ,to tradi- 
tional, Constitutional meth- 
ods. To enforce the ir>th 
Amendment (guaranteeing 
equal voting rights) while do- 
ing violence "to the 14th 
Amendment (guaranteeing 
due process of.law) is hard- 
ly consistent with the princi- 
ples to which the House Ju- 
jJloJary Committee and the 
U. S. Congress should adhere.'

Skunks and foxes are the 
common wildlife carriers of 
rabies.
